“Most kinds of termites must 
have contact with the ground 
to obtain moisture with which 
to survive. Unless wood is stor- 
ed on a dirt floor in a base- 
ment, stacked high against the 
side of the house, or placed in 
& garage that is not sealed off 
from the ground, there usually 
is no trouble with these pests. 

“Tf you have a woodbox or 
any other reeular indoor stor- 
age place for firewood, spray- 
ing the inside of the box with 
DDT or another household in- 
secticide may help cut down on 
insect nuisances, Spraying is 
not recommended for the fire- 
wood itself, however,”

HY THE

WHEREAS, the Legislature of Alabama 
at the Regular Session 1957, ordered an

WHEREAS, the first Tuesday in May 
hext following final adjournmeat of the 
1957 Regular Session of the Legislature, at 
which the amendment was proposed, will 
be and occur on Tuesday, May 6, 1958;

WHEREAS, notice of such election, to- 
gether with the proposed amendment is re- 
quired by law and by the provisions of the 
act submitting the amendment, to be piven 
by a proclamiution of the Governor to be 
published in each county in the State of 
Alabama once a week for four successive 
weeks next preceding the day appointed 
for (ie election 

NOW, THEREFORE, 1, James FE, Pot 
som, as Governor of the State of Alabama, 
do hereby give notice, direct and proclaim 
that on Tuesday the 6th day of May, 195) 
an election will be held at the several poll 
ing places within the State of Alabama, 
in the manner and form provided by law 
upon the following proposed amendmen: 


to the Constitution of the State of Ata 
bama of 190) 

“The Court of Appeals is hereby con- 
stittited the Court of Criminal Appeals, 
Which shall have final, exclusive, and 
irrevisable Supreme appellate jurisdic- 
tion coextensive with the limits of the 
State in all eriminal and quasi-criminal 
cases of whatsoever grade, The Court 


of Criminal Appeals shall have power 
{0 issue such Original, remedial, and ex 
traordinary writs as may be necessary to 
kive if & general superintendency and 
control of interior jurisdictions. The 
judges of the Court of Appeals holding 
office at the time this amendment shall 
become effective, or who shall be elected 
to a future term on the Court of Ap 
peals, shall constitute the judges of said 
court for the remainder of the terms for 
which they were chosen as judges of the 
Court of Appeals.

EIGHT STATES 
GIRD TO FIGHT 
FIRE ANT PEST 


AUBURN— The imported 
fire ant, named for its liery 
sting, is a destructive and an- 
noying pest. 

Commenting on these in- 
sects here this week, API Bx- 
tension Entomologist W. A. 
Ruffin said the ants are harm- 
ful to crops, livestock, and hu- 
mans, They often attack small 
animals, ground - nesting 
birds, poultry, and newborn 
calves and pigs. The hard 
mounds of dirt built by the 
ants damage farm machinery 
that’s used in heavily infested 
fields, 

To get rid of these pests, an 
eradication program in eight 
southern states will get unuer 
way May 6. Forty-one counties 
in Alabama alone will be pla- 
ced under quarantine reeutat- 
ions issued by the U. S, De- 
yartment of Agriculture due to 
fire ant infestations. 

Articles subject to regulation 
when moved interstate from 
the regulated area are soil and 
unprocessed sand and gravel, 
separately or with other things 
like forest, field, or nursery- 
grown woody or herbaceous 
plants with — soil attached; 
plants in pots or containers; 
grass sod; unmanufactured 
forest products, such .as stump 
wood or timbers, if soil is at- 
tached; and other products or 
articles they may be specifical- 
ly determined as_ likely — to 
spread the imported fire ant.

Speaking in Auburn thi; 
week, Farquhar said that ent 


tle 6 to 18 months old are 
most susceptible to  blacklee, 
Cattle of improved breeding 


and fat, thrifty calves, and 
yearlings are usually first to de 
velop the disease, he Said, 

Sheep, goats and hogs occas- 
lonally contract the disease, 
but man, horses, dogs, cats, 
and fowl appear to be inimune. 

“An animal infected with 
blackleg has high fever and 
Saseous swellings from under 
its skin,” said the livestock 
Specialist. “It loses its appetite, 
stops chewing its cud, breath 
es rapidly, and becomes de- 
pressed, 

“The disease progresses so 
Suddenly that animals first af- 
fected in a new Outbreak us- 
ually die in the pasture before 
any of the symptoms are no- 
ticed, 

“Isolate and treat all ani- 
mals showing: early symptoms 
of the disease,” Farquhar ur- 
fed. “Vaccinate apparently 
normal but exposed animals, 
and, if possible, move them 
immediately to a new pasture 


on higher ground. Promptly 
dispose of dead animals and 
clean and disinfect contami- 


nated stables, 

“You can reduce blackleg in- 
fection by following practices 
that insure cleanliness and 
freedom from contamination. 
See that animals have clean 
feed, water, and quarters, and 
uncontaminated pastures, 


When you suspect an out" 


break of blacklee, promptly 
notify your veteranarian or the 
State livestock official.
